A ration made up of corn, oats; and 
barley [pls cottonseed meal and 
alfalfa leaves produced as many lbs. 
of:milk as a complex ration made up 
of corn, oats, and barley plus cotton- 


and wheat bran, Alfalfa hay and 
corn. silage was fed with each ration. 

In mixing the ration the amounts 
of concentrates were chosen so the 
total percentage of proteins in the 
completed rations was the same 
whether one or several of the high- 
proteins was used in the mixture. 

Present low prices for dairy pro- 
ducts make it imperative for the 
dairyman to cut production costs to 
as low a level as possible and, if the 
herd owner can mix a cheaper ration 
with one high-protein concentrate in- 
stead of several, the College dairy de- 
partment recommends that the simple 
ration be used.
